Statement by Raymond Poincare, the President, 
Issued in Paris at. Midnight. 


Frenchmen 
For several days our heroic troops have been en- 
gaged in fierce combats with the enemy. The courage of 
our soldiers has won for them several marked advantages 
but in the north the pressure of the German forces com- 
pelled us to retreat. This situation forces the president of 
the republic and the government to a sad decision. 

In order to safeguard the national interests the duty 
of the public powers is to go away from Paris for the 
moment. Under the command of its eminent chief, the 
French army, full of courage and spirit, will defend against 
the invader the capital and its patriotic population. But 
the war must be pursued at the same time on the rest of 
French territory. 

The sacred struggle for the honor of the nation and 
the defense of violated rights will continue without peace 
or truce, without a stop or a failure. None of our armies 
have been broken. If some of them have suffered only too 
evident losses, the gaps in the ranks have been filled up 
immediately from the waiting reserve forces while the call- 
ing out of a new class of recruits brings us tomorrow new 
resources in men and energy. 

Endure! Fight! Such should be the motto of the 

allied armies—English, Belgians, Russians and French.

PARIS, Sept. 8, 3a. m.—The seat of 
the French government has been moved 
from Paris to Bordeaux. 
The government issued at midnight, 
through the ministry of the interior, a 
proclamation bringing this to the knowl- 
edge of the people of Paris and giving 
the reasons for the change. 
The significant feature of the procla- 
mation is that Paris is soon to become 
a sort of pivot in the army maneuvers 
between the allied armies and the Ger- 
mans. For this reason the government 
naturally cannot remain here. 


PARIS, Sept. 2.~A fight in the air over 
Paris took place this evening. ‘Three 
German aeroplanes hovered over the cap- 
ital and immediately two French ma- 
chines were sent up to engage them. 

Meanwhile rien and machine guns, 
mounted on public buildings, kept up a 
constant fire. By this means one of the 
German machines became seperated from 
the others and the French aviators flew 
swiftiy in its direction. The German 
opened fire, to which the Frenchmen re- 
plied vigorously.

“A Zeppelin airship wae reported at 
10:80 o'clock last night near the forts to 
the south of the city and also near the 
river Nethe.

STRONGEST FORTS IN WORLD. 
It is said that Paris is the greatest 
fortress in the world.”

MALINES AGAIN BOMBARDED. 

A dispatch from Antwerp to Reuter's 
Telegram company conveys the follow- 
ing official announcement: 

“The Germans are again bombard- 
ing Malines, aiming at the steeple of the 
cathedral, which is a prominent land- 
mark for miles around. 

“Certain movements of the German 
troops in the direction of Assche, in the 
province of Brabant, six miles north- 
west of Brussels, gave rise to the be- 
lief that the Germans were contem- 
plating a movement toward Ter- 
monde, sixteen miles east of Ghent. 
However, the Belgian troops have been 
reinforced on account of the necessity 
of preserving control of Waasland.

TELLS OF BRITISH LOSSES. 

The official casualties suffered by the 
cavalry brigade and of three of the di- 
visions, less one brigade, of the British 
force in France, follow: ' 

Killed: 36 officers and 127 men. 

Wounded: 37 officers and 629 men 

Missing: 95 officers and 4,182 men. 

This report was received in London 
from the headquarters in France of the 
expeditionary force.

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The news from the eastern seat of war 
in East Prussia, Russian Poland, and 
Galicia, in Austria, is practically a jumble 
eof contradictions. That the Russians 
have been defeated in East Prussia in 
the district of Ortelsburg and south of 
Koenigsberg has been reported from sev- 
eral sources, and one report states that 
it is admitted in St. Petersburg that two 
army corps suffered severely. 

In the fighting around Lemberg the 
Russians have defeated the Austrians and 
driven thém across the Dniester river to 
the south and west into the mountains. 
The czar’s forces are reported as advanc- 
ing south of the Vistula river toward 
Silesia. This will put the Russians in a 
direct route to Berlin on the line from 
Koenigshutte to Breslau, the great Ger- 
man fortress on the Oder river. If the 
Russians succeed in this advance they 
will be able to take the fortresses along 
the Vistula in the rear. 

The German embassy at Washington 
announced that the kaiser’s forces had 
occupied Lodz in Russian Poland. This 
indicates that the Germans have recently 
been driven out of Lodz, for on Aug. 26 
the Russian consulate in New York City 
announced that-Lods was still held by the 
Germans as a result of the early advance 
made by the Germans at the outbreak of 
the war.

British Bear the Brunt. 

An overwhelming German force was 
thrown against our left wing but the Ger- 
man impetuosity spent itself in a vain 
effort to overcome British resistance.

In low ground again at the narrowest 
point of the great loop of the Marne 
(near St. Muurles-Fosses) there are two 
redoubts connected by a parapet, and 
between the Scine and the Marne, in ad- 
vance of their confluence, Fort Charen- 
ton. 

On the south side of the city, hardly 
more than a mile from the Enceinte, is 
a row of forts, Ivry, Bicetre, Montrouge, 
Vanves, and Issy, solidly constructed 
works in themselves, but, as was shown 
in 1870, nearly useless for the defenses 
of the city against rifled guns, been use 
with the exception of Bicetre—they are 
overlooked by the plateau of Chapillon. 


FAMOUS FORTRESS ON WEST. 

On the west side of Paris is the 
famous fortress of Mont Valer.es, stand- 
ing 536 feet above the sea and about 450 
above the river.

It is strengthened by two 
groups of works which were erected in 
provisional” form during the siege and 
afterwards reconstructed as permanent 
forts.

Compiegne a Pleasure Retreat 
for Kings from Latin Ages On. 


torlous German army marched 
through the streets of Compiégne. 
Many tattles have been fought in 
Compiégne and its environs. In times 
of peace it has been the playground of 
kings. In the Franco-Prussian war the 
Germans seized it as a base of supplies 
and as an army headquarters for their 
memorable march on Paris. 

But the little town of 15,000 souls, the 
capital of an arrondissement in the de- 
partment of Oise, has served more often 
as a setting for the gala days of royalty 
than for the more dismal scenes of war. 
Even the old Latin chronicles refer to it 
[Compendium] as a hunting lodge for the 
early Frankish kings. 

Until 1870 it was used as the occasional 
residence of kings, and its palace, now 
used as an art museum, is one of the most 
magnificent structures of its kind in Eu- 
rope. It was started by Louis XV. onthe 
site of the old chateau of King Charles 
V. of France and was completed during 
the reign of Louis XVI. 

The building stands on a slight emi- 
nence facing the spacious Palace du Pal- 
ais and overlooking the red roofs of the 
town itself. Behind it stretches an im- 
mense park and forest of beeches and 
oaks covering 36,000 acres and losing it- 
self in the forest of Compiégne to the 
southeast.

The greater part of the town lies on the 
left bank of the Oise, less than a mile be- 
low its confluence with the Aisne. 
Charles the Bald built two castles where 
part of the town now stands and later a 
Benedictine abbey dedicated to St. Cor- 
neille. 

As late as the eighteenth century these 
monks were given the power of govern- 
ing the town for three days each year. 
They were feared more than the king him- 
self. They could release what prisoners 
they liked, condemn the guilty, and even 
inflict sentence of death.

Austrians Accused o of ‘Having Killed 
One Hundred Children Who

PARIS, via London, Sept. 2.—A dis- 
patch from Petrograd (St. Petersburg) 
says the Novoe Vremya charges that dur- 
ing the bombardment of Beigrade the 
Austrians destroyed a maternity hospital 
over which the ss Cross flag was fying, 
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posed in 833 in Compiegne. The town 
slumbered on in peace beside the placid 
Oise from then on until Joan of Arc 
sought refuge there with her forces in the 
fifteenth century.

BRITISH ALSOON SHORE? 


PEKING, China, Sept. 2.—The German 
legation has protested to the foreign office 
against an infringement of China's neu- 
trality by Japan. The protest followed 
the landing of a Japanese division of 10, 
000 to 15,000 troops at the newly opened 
Chinese port of Lung-Kow, 100 miles 
north of Tsing-Tau.

Labor, agriculfural, and horticultural 
organizations, not conducted for profit, 
are exempted from the provisions relating 
to monopoly.

A perusal of oriental cookery books 
convinces one that the methods of secur- 
ing fine effects are almost uniformly sim- 
ple, In a book that has just come to 
hand, by a prize winning cook in oriental 
cookery, are the following recipes, which 
are only a few of those under Fresh 
Chutnees. They have not been personal- 
ly tried, but any good eater can easily 
guess how each will taste. There is a 
sour in every one, and lemon juice, or 
sour plum, or preserved tamarind may be 
substitute for tamarind. Here the recipes 
are for those who like to experiment: 

GREEN MINT CHUTNEE—Pound or 
grind a good handful of fresh green mint, 
a little tamarind, a little green ginger, 
one or two chilis, and a little salt. These 
must be pounded quite smooth like a 
paste. 

“FRESH TOMATO CHUTNEE—Cut 
two good sized tomatoes in half, squeeze 
out the seeds and water gently; mash 
them well with a fork; add a small onion 
chopped fine, two green chilis, ditto; one 
bead [clove] of garlic, ditto, and salt to 
taste. Lastly, add the juice of a lemon.“ 

“ FRESH APPLE CHUTNEE—Mince 
two sour apples very small; add one small 
onion, two green or red chilis, and either 
vinegar or lemon juice and salt.“

“ PARCHED PDAS—Two tablespoons 
of parched peas, two chilis, one bead of 
garlic, & little piece of onion, a little tama- 
rind, and salt to taste. Pound well toa 
smooth paste.” 

“DRESSED CHILIS—Cut chilis in 
halves; take out the seeds, soak them in 
sour buttermilk that has plenty of salt in 
it for about two or three days; take them 
out and dry them in the sun or by the 
fire; then put them by. When required, 
fry a few in clarified butter and serve. 

This subject is introduced as follows: 
** By frech chutnees is meant those which 
will not keep. These are served as an 
accompaniment to currie at all Anglo- 
Indian tables—sometimes two, and some- 
times even six different ones. They are 
very hice, eaten with the curries or with 
bread and butter as a zest.”
